Trial To-Day.

Full Report of the Proceedings—freen- 
backer Dillaye in Indianapolis. 


Philp’s Trial. 

NEW YORK, October 29.—The examination 
of Kenward Philp, charged with criminal 
libel upon General Gartield, was resumed be- 
fore Judge Davis in the Supreme Court this 
morning. 

There was a large crowd of spectators pres- 
ent. The envelope in which the Morey letter 
was contained was handed to Judge Davis, 
and on motion of counsel! Hart was declared 
purged of contempt. 

Assistant District Attorney Bell 
Aibert Southworth to the stand. 

He testified he was an exe 
pert in hand-writing of fifteen 
vears’ experience. He had compired the 
photographic and pboto-lithographic copy of 
the Morey letter with th: Rocxwel! aud Jew- 
ell letters, and did not think they were io 
the same hand writing; also compared the 
Morey letter with the exhibits on which the 
warrant of arrest was obtained aud found a 
sufficiency of characteristics to enable him to 
form an opinion that they were in the same 
band writing. 

CROSS -EXAMINED, 

Tbe witness bad come from boston on 
telegraphic request of Marshall Jewell, and 
expected pay for his services. He made 
an affidavit at the request of Mesars. 


Stoughton, Knox and Davenport. Gave be- 
fore them a synopsis of what he would testi- 
fy to. Never saw the original Morey Jetter 
until this morning; did not know Geo. Gir- 
field. Did not know for whom he wi!! vate. 
The prosecution next called 
WM. E. HOGAN, 
of Troy, an expertin handwriting. Witness 
had examined the Morey letter and photo- 
graphic and photo-lit hographic copies of it,to- 
gether with the exhibits on which the war- 
rants were ebtained, and his 
opinion Was that the person who 
wrote the exhibits wrote the Morey 
letter. The Morey letter was evidentiy the 
writing of a person imitating anotber’s band, 
introducing, however, strane characteristics 
of hisown. Inexhibit**A”’in the signature 
of Kenward Philp me “A”. is 
exactly similar to the vas Sa in 
‘*kept’”? in the Morey Jetter. Witness found 
other similarities in the letters he had exam- 
amined, the photographic copies of ex- 
bibits numbers 1 and 2 anid in the originals 
thereof, the Rockwell and Jewel! letters, and 
he declared they were not the same huind- 
writing.

CROSS-EXAMINED 
by Mr. Brooks: Received telegram from 
Gov. Jewell yesterday to come bere, and ex- 
pectedtobe paid.

The 
report that arrests areto be made in Dublin 
and Hilkenny is unfounded. 


England. 

LONDON, October 29.—The Newmarket 
Houghton meeting came to a close to-day. 
Tie race for the Joekey Club cup was won by 

Bradford’s four-year old biack colt 
Chippendale; W. S. Crawford’s four-year 
old chestnut filly, second; P. Lorillard’s 
three-year old chestnut colt Mistake, third. 
Five ran. 

There bave been serious floods at Banbury, 
Bournemouth, Chester, Cole’s Hill, Derby 
and Dariingiton, causing much damage 
to the crops and other prop- 
perty. The telegraph wires in 
Edinburgh were blown down. The new 
Pier works at Hartlepool were seriously 
damaged. Thousands of acres of Jand are 
inundated in various parts of Leicestershire. 
Many Shields trawlers are missing, 
and it is feared that them 
crews, numbering in al) 42 men,have heen lost. 
Numerous vessels have been wrecked during 
the storm on various parts of the coast with 
loss of life. 


South Africa. 

CarE TOWN, October 29. — Magistrate 
Hope and his two clerks were murdered 
while witnessing a war dance. The Giovern- 
ment has called out 3,000 more. colonial 
troops. The Basuto Chief Lerotho’s vil- 
lage was stormed and burned on the 22d 
inst. The rebel losses were considerable. 
Our loss was one killed and ten wounded. 
The volunteers are moving intothe Transkie 
to suppress the outbreak in which Mr.Weish 
wes murdered. 


Italy. 

PaRIs, October 29.—There was seven 
hours’ continuous rain yesterday in the citv 
of Reggio di Cabria, Italy. Seventeen per- 
sons were killedin two neighboring villages, 
and cottages are being swept down.

A Writ of Habeas Corpus Issued in Judge 
Boyle’s Court. 


William H. Carrell, a citizen ef Livingston 
county, Mo.,isinarather excited state of 
mind concerning his daughter, Leonora Car- 
roll. The father states that his daugh- 
ter, who was seventeen years of age 


Jast December, left bis home in Livingston 
county, with his permission, in May, 1875, 
to visit some relatives in Nashville. Tenn. 
Soon sfter ber departure for Nashville he 
lost all trace of her and could learn 
nothing whatever her whers- 
abouts. His child was the 
same as dead to him for nearly five vears, as 
no inte}ligence whatever could be obtained of 
ber. In last March h@® heard that his long lost 
daughter was still alive and well, and that she 
was living in St. Louis at tbe Convent 
of the Good Shepherd, on Sevententh 
street between Pine and Olive. As soon as 
practiceable came, reaching here a few 
days ago. He hurried to the 
Conventand asked permission to see his 
daughter, which the Mother’ Superi- 
or granted. Mr. Carro}] then 
discovered that __inis daughter had 
been immured behind the high walls of the 
arylum since May, 1875, having been sent 
there from Nashville only a 
few days after her advent 
in the latter city. Tbhemeeting between the 
father and child was a touching one, but 
when be, anxicus to have her 
return tothe home, over which ber absence 
bed cast a gloom, requested her to come 
witb bim, she refused. Pleadings were 
of no. avail, the daughter firmly 
declined to return. Mr Carroll then 
determined to have recourse to the 
courts. He says be has reson to believe 
tbxt the Motber Superior of the Convent of 
the Good Shepherd and the other sisters are 
exercising their influence over his child to 
make her renounce him. He cameinto Court 
to-day and asked for a_ writ of 
habeas corpus com pelling the 
Mother Superior to produce Leonora 
infcourt, as the law gives a parentthe 
power to take possession of his minor 
child wherever he sees it. 
Mr. Carroll alleges that he 
cannot secure her, as she is closely watched, 
and he cannot scale the walls of the convent. 

Jucge Boyle granted the writand ordered 
it returnable to-morrow. 

Mr. Carro}l says he asked his Aaughter to 
come with him to-day and she refused. 

A reporter visited the Convent with the 
bope of seeing tbe young -lady and 
obtaining her version of the affair.

Searching For the Villifier. 

CINCINNATI, October 29.—The committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce appointed to 
ascertain the name of the writer of the letter 
recently published inthe Louisvile Courier- 
Journal, purporting to be from a Cincinnati 
w.erchant, and saying thac the Cinvinnati 
merchants did not want the southern trade ani 
bad no desire to cultivate business relations 
with Southern men, reported to-day by read- 
ing a Jetter from William Watterson, of the 
Courier-Jourral, in answer to the commit- 
tee’s request for the nameof the author of 
the letter. Mr. Watterson said that if the 
letter had come under his observation it 
would not have been printed; tbat while it 
reflected the sentiments of a portion of the 
daily press of Cincinnati, he was sure 
it did not represent the feelings of 
the mass of the business men of 
Cincinnati. With this disclaimer of endorse- 
ment of the views of the letter, Mr. Watter- 
son throught the object of the committee 
would be attained, and as the disclosure of 
the name of the writer would imperil his busi- 
ness, if not his life, he felt obliged to decline 
the request to the committee.

THE LINCOLN MONUMENT. 


A Description of It—Casting the First 
Histuric Figure. 
Washington Correspendence Chicago Times. 

At Clark Milis’ foundry, bear this city, at 
noon to-day, the first statue for the maiicaal 
{inoosn monument wes cast. The tigure oastis 
that of Chicf Justice Chuse. ‘he mouumen: 
itself 1s of eluborate design,and Fill cost S300,- 
O00, It consists of thirty-six bronze fizures, 
six equestrian and the rest pedestrian, all of 
colossa! size. ‘The pedestai om which these 
will rest will be of granite, this 'ight ground 
showirg the durk fizures to exceltent sdvaut- 
ace.

It has been 
some time since they held a meeting, and as 
some of the members huve died, a reorgan- 
pzation will be effected thix winter. Secretary 
of War Ramsey is one of the committee. The 
necessary brorze has been supplied by Con- 
vress in the form of condemned bronze can- 
non, and that body will also be asked to von- 
iributethe pedestal.

It was 
the ide of the committee to place it in the 
center of Lincoln Square, and at some future 
time to erect another monument to equalize 
the effect of the group xt presect there, 
which would stand on one side of the pro- 
posed pile. Mr. Mills, however, will advo- 
cate Judiciary Square as the proper place for 
it. There are several reasons for this. Lin- 
coln Park is toe far fromthe center of the 
city for such a monument. The other site 1s 
easily accessible, and is a large, flat piece of 
vround, in the center of which this proposed 
structure would look better. The question 
of its location will be duly settied, and in the

ANDERSONVILLE PRISON. 


The Site ofthe Historic Place BRevislt- 
ed To-Day. 
Cor. Detroit Post and Tribune. 

Capt. Dunbar kindly gave us the services of 
Robert Dinkens as guide to the prison. Ro- 
bert is about sixty years of age and was a 
slave until ibe war was ended, and had spent 
alkhis life in this vicinity. He was a black- 
smith when his namesake and master owned 
bim, worked many a day for the Rebel Gov- 
ernment here, and is familiar with all the 
gioomy narrative of Andersonville. Follow- 
ing his lead, we left the cemetery at the east- 
erp end, and taking a conse alittle southeast, 
in afew mibutes came io sight of the north- 
west corner of the prison. The fati of At- 
lauta alarmed the Rebels in charge here, and 
thev surrounded the prison wilh latrench- 
ments with which to combat the expected 
foe. ‘ibis iutrenchment we come upon first; 
tnen a seclion of the outer stockade; thena 
section of the second wali, and the mound 
erectediortbe battery at the corner: and 
fromthe summit of this earthwork tind the 
prison before us. 

The northern outer stockade bas several 
earthworks for batteries fike this on the cor- 
ner, 2s indeed it had on aii its sides; but be- 
tweeu tbe batteries on the onter porthern 
line andtheinver stockade there, the de- 
throned King Cotton waved his snowy pen- 
nonsmwithe air. There was not muca,if any, 
ofthese wailsin place. Decsy Aas thrown 
the most of them down. The prostrate tin- 
bers, crumbiing where they tie, are three 
times as numerous as those which still stand 
up egainst the encroachments of time. Of 
all that stood between our homes and their 
iiberty in 1864 there are not a dozen standing 
1 One group of twenty re- 
mained onthe south hill en the western side 
of the prison, but they were leaning with the 
lirc ofthe wall to thetr fall. Lfoguad no 
other group that numbered samany. Some- 
times a defiant timber stood alane, with the 
ruins of its neighbors at its sides, and some- 
eight, stood 
side by side, Wasting away without falling. 

Standing uponthe battery from whica, at 
its northwest corner, we first tind the prison 
before us, we see bevond the shattered walls 
aforest of cais and pires similartotba 
through which we made our way from the 
cemetery. Afew gost? browsing upon the 
stunteu yegetation are makiog the only use 
that is made ofthe strounds ov the northern 
hill, As we enterthe piace we come to the 
firstofthe wells whieh the wretched men 
dug through the hard earth in their :lespair- 
ing search for water. When it was dug there 
was neither shrub ner tree upon the prison 
grourd. Now this well is shaded by oaks 
over fifteen feet in height, «ome of che new 
trowth that came upon the land when the 
occupants went sway. It is impossible to 
see the bottem of most of the many wells 
With Which the earth is pierced. This one 
sppears to be bottomless, but holding fast to 
eartbe brink, and ivoking 
down until the eve is accustomed to the 
Carkness, the bottom becomes aimty 
Visible, and rear iv. heacine fo the 
rorib, ibe course of he tY throush 
Which the eager workers loped te lind their 
waviothe cuter world. The patient, per- 
severing men found no water in the wells, 
ord when the Rebels discovered that ihev lad 
been used aspiarting points fow tunmneis, ‘ney 
discoursged very efiectualiy all efforts in that 
Girection.

The Priacess 
Delgorouki, now the Czar’s Wife, comes of 
avery old and highly respected race, of the 
princely branch of tbe Nurikowitchi, after- 
ward known asthe Nuriks, accredited as ihe 
founders of Russia, aud as such recognized 
as of the rece of tbe Romanofls, who first 
throveh Mitzabeth and tben througu Anna, 
of the house of Hoisiein Gottorp, succeeded 
tothethrene, She is also member of @ fami- 
lv which has long held considerable sway in 
the household of the present Kriperor, hav- 
ing si-o been m favor in a similar manner 
With the Czar Alexander, where her oldest 
sister, now the wife of General Albedinski, 
Governor of Warsaw, for hiany years beld a 
prominent plsce, in which she was succeeded 
by ber younger sister. The “*connections” of 
this .oubnger sister might possibly have been 
ofsborter duration under former cireum- 
stances, and bad she not atthe beginning of 
the present reigu secured the adlections of the 
hereditary prinee and atthe same time en- 
joyved the captivaiing quality of mistress, 
which from a reversal point of view 
meahbt tich prescuis, charactee and position. 
In the course of a decade after her “reign in 
the bouseboid” her hold cn the Prince in- 
creascd, and sbe then undoubtedly secured 
the enmity of the late Empress, and withthe 
greatest probabiiily that it would be lasting. 
lor nyany years the relations of the pair were 
a perpetual menace to the pride and standing 
of the Emprees. Finally the revolution came. 
the bivot: ric of the mistress made a forcibie 
enlwauce through the breaca, silencing the 
tonzue of the Czsrina, it being declared that 
the Princess Dolgorouki, witb her character 
and her wealth ofiniclieet, wouid exercise a 
wholesome social and religious influence over 
the Czar. The Czarina gave way. From 
that time tbe Empress not merely tolerated 
the intimacy of her royal spouse with the 
Princess, but aiiowed li to continue uninter- 
rupiedlty. 

The Caar herecforth lved abmost com- 
tietely mi the company of his favorite, and 
could not toierate ber absence under any 
pretest. [tis aiso wetl uuderstood Gier- 
many the conncential relatiogship that exist- 
cc between her ant e C4Zar Gurigg f 
fripsto Eaps, where be acknewledged tha 
fumii¥ tie and |i as openiy as he 
Cid inst.

At lengin a beautiful regj- 
denee Was provided fur tie Princess Lolgs- 
rouki over the sapartments of the Czar 
in the Winter Palace, and in 
this Way A new family life 
was expected forthe Czar that must soon 
be felt in pupiiclife. Very soon the Princess 
hecame interested in affairs of state, andin 
manv complicated poiats is supposed to have 
sided the nmperor. Audit must be conie:s- 
ed that the result of this aid was not always 
free trot reproach, asit was often believed 
the power oi: gold was too readily resorted to 
by her when important state issues were at 
stake. Foranumber of years the Princess 
maintained a separate and independent court 
in the upper saions ofthe Winter Palace, do 
which statesmen have flocked as anxiously as 
they did formeriv to the floor below, and 
where as much state business has been trans- 
actcad as at ihe Ministry of the Interior. The 
wonurch himself encouraged the gentlemen 
ofthe court to visit and pay homage tothe 
intellectual Princess, and these tatter of 
course readiiy compiied with his desires. ‘The 
direct members ofthe Imperial family, how- 
ever, With stolid determination, held them- 
selves aloofand would not enter the upper 
salons. Meumwhile everybody saw, as the 
iliness of the Empress assumed a more seri- 
ousturn, thatas soon as death should set 
him free the l;mperor would 
marry the Princess Dolgorouki. 
Scarcely bad the breath passed 
out of the Fampress’ body last spring when 
the ccecupation of the upper floors of the 

Vinter Palace ceased. Bui still people were 
a little surprised to see, scarcely four months 
after the death of the first wife, the hand of 
the Czar giventothe second at the altar. 
Why such haste?was the general query, when 
every one knows what a perfectlyiree family 
life he has led with her, after the last barrier 
bad beea removed, when people knew that, 
so severe is the prescription of the Churcain 
Russia concerning the deseamt, this result 
must come sooner or jater? Perhaps the 
sought-for expianation lies in the precarious 
condition of the Czar’s health, whichis such 
that his life might suddenly endat any mo- 
ment without his having secured the bless- 
ings which he bad been seeking for his fam- 
ily. Again the asthma, which has afflicted him 
for many yexsrs, has lately been tichtening its 
bold, and already his other bodily ailments 
are increasing. TheCzar has the greatest 
affection for his second wife, and has just 
purchased for her the palace of the Grand 
Duchess Catberine at a cost of 2,00),000 
rubles, and which, it 1s said, be has pre- 
sented to her.

Hiow the Embryotic Hwman Receives 
His Impressions. 
From the N. Y. Times. 

The Medica) Recoed reproduces in its cur- 
reait number the leading features of the 
studies of Prof. W. Preyer, of Jena,in a 
field as yet aimost unbroken, thatis, in tho 
ps)cbologicad study of infants... This study 
begins, the professor sayy, with the observa- 
ticenof the movements and sensations of a 
child, and then proceeds to note the develop- 
ment of the different senses, the formation of 
speech, ete., andthe effect of these things in 
awakening the intelligence. Thetirst mani- 
festation of voluntary motion occurs about 
the fourteenth week, when theinfant begins 
to hold upits bead. Afterfour months the 
bead is usually balanced well, and «ai ten 
months the powerto sit up is aequired. Abil- 
ity to stand was usualiy. mn the cases studied 
by the professor, gained suddenly atthe end 
of the first vear. The first grasp- 
ing motion ofthe handin the first quarter 
year are entirely reflex and mechanical, the 
first voluntary attempt to take hold of an ob- 
ject not being noticed before the seventeenth 
week. The chi!d doesnot show self-con- 
sciousnecs, & knowledge of its independent 
existence, until the second quarter of the 
second year. The sensidility of the skin of a 
new: barn child is very tow, and it will give 
bo signs of discomfort if 1t be pricked on the 
nose or lipsor bunds. Theeyes, too, close 
slowly whentouched, and do not close at all 
in the bath. An increase of sensibility, how- 
ever, sppears in a Cay or two after birth. All 
infants are dcag at birth, because the outer 
ear is closed and there is as yetnoair in the 
middle ear. ATesponseto a strong sound 
is observed, atthe earliest, in six hours, but 
often pot feradcavyv ortwo.

A Blind Inventor. 
Washington Cor. Boston Herald, 


One ofthe most remarkable men in this 
blind president of the Herreshoff Manufac- 
turing Company of Bristol, hk. I., from whom 
the company takesiis name. He was bere 
this week to see the Secretury of the Navy. 
He is alsolutely blind, and yet he invents and 
comstructs torpedo boats and small steam 
vessels for governnmientsin all parts of the 
world. His steam launches glide through 
the water at the rate of twenty miles an hour. 
He has a number on hand which he wauts to 
sell tothe Government. He builds a launch 
in which steam can be gotten up in six min- 
utes, Which can be carried on board ship as 
an ordinary ship’s boat, which will contain 
coal and water enough to run 300 
miles. Moreover, he claims thac his 
new boats -will not sink, and that 
they will therefore serve as lifeboats, 
Steam lifeboats! How many drowned men 
and women might now beliving if such things 
really existed onthe great ovean passenger 
boats. Mr. Herreshoff ean tell as mueh 
aboutan ordinary-sized steam launch—her 
lines, methods of construction, ete., by feel- 
ing, as others can by teeing, and he goes on 
inventing and building just as # his eyes 
were not closed forever. But he is a tall, 
big-brained man, who couldn’t help invent- 
ing and working if-he tried. Such a man 
would bave to suffer the loss of more thanoae 
of kis senses before his mental efliciency 
would be impaired. When he wanted to 
build some steam launches for the Govern- 
ment he came down bere to the navy yard and 
felt of the Government launches to discover 
their shape and how they were made. Then 
he went to Bristoland made launches suita- 
ble for the Government’s use. It is very 
likely that the Government wilifouy several of 
them from him. 


The Late BMizzard.

of sleet and rain. The attendant cold not only 
locked potatoes and root crops in the ground 
for the time being, but also tookthe farmers 
at an unexpected disadvantage all arouna. Ii 
was onthe great lakes, however, that the 
vale lashed itself into the greatest fury, and 
the loss of the Alpena with all on board is one 
of the saddest disasters they have known for 
years. The wind attained a velocity of eignty 
milesan hour at some points, strewing toth 
shores of Lake Michigan with wrecks of 
barges, schooners and vessels, some of which 
told of loss of life. Itwasthe worst storm 
ever known on the lake, and on Lake Supe- 
rior had not been equaled for fifteen years. It 
hammered away for twenty-seven hours at 
Chicago, blowing down houses and and solid 
brick walls and causing great destruction of 
property ali along the lake front. No one

SWIFT’S COMET. 


A Description From the Pen of the Able 
Discoverer. 
Prof. Swift in New York Tribune. 

The comet discovered by me at about mid- 
night of October 10-11 was quickly lost to 
general observation by reason of the moon- 
light, though Lsawitagainon the evenings 
ot the 1ith and 12th in presemce of a  najt- 
moon. When first discovered it was in about 
rigbt ascemsion 21 h. 30 m.3 declination north 
17 deg. 30 min., or in the constellation of 
Pevasus, and in field with 5 and nearly so 
with 9 of that constellation. 

lis discovery was promptly cabled to 
Europe by Prof. Baird as soon as motion Was 
detected on the evening ofthe llth. It was 
ascertained by careful watebers that its mo- 
tion was very slow and probably toward the 
north, snd hence it was known, as 600n as the 
moon allowed a search for it to be made with 
any prospect of success, that, although ten 
days had elapsed, it could not be many de- 
grees away, abd was tothe north of its first 
position. These expectations were soon veri- 
tied by its prompt rediscovery only about 8 
deg. from its original position, viz., In about 
Kk. A. 21b. 42m., Dec. x 24 aeg., of Mio.; or,

east and 10 min. south of that star. These 
facts will enable any one who has a star ciyart 
quickly to tind its place thereon, providing it 
be remembered that its daily motion is some 
49 min. exzstof north. Bythetime this meets 
the reader’s eye the comet willbe in the vi- 
cinity of Mu. Cygni, probably about 2 deg. 
east, though still in Pegasus, and moving 
toward the Lizard, in which constellation it 
will for some time remain. 

This comet, atthe time of discovery (the 
nigbt being exceptionally tine), presented 
one remarkable feature, namely, the great 
sizeof its coma, or head, surpassing any 
comet I bave ever observed. It had a fairly 
bright condensation, eccentrically situated on 
the side opposite the sun, in the centre of 
which wasa minute stellar point of light, 
either a nucleus or a faint star of the twelfth 
magniiude. Onthe evening of the 2lst no 
such point could be perceived, though care- 
fully jooked for. Observations made at this 
time (I have been unable to make any since) 
convinced me that it was decidedly both 
swwaller and fainter, raising the presumption 
that it would have appeared much brighter 
had it been sooner’ discovered. It 
can easily be seen witha  three-inch

According to the cable dispatches

Irish people in the United States.’’ 

The cali made inthis resolution embraces 
ell Amelica, but its exact signilicance is 
difticult to determine. It does not specify 
whetber war is meant, or only money and 
sympathy. Davitt is to lead in a great Irish- 
American movement. A call was madebya 
PostT-DISPATCH representative to-day upon 
several prominent lrishmen ofthe city to see 
if they had heard anything from 
Davitt, or if any response would be made by 
the Irish-Americans of St. Louis. 

MR. JOSEPH O'NEILL 
had not even read the dispatch. Ile was not 
a Land Leaguer himself, he said, and there- 
fore was not posted as to their movements. 
He favored vigorous movements always on 
the part of the Irish in their struggle for 
liberty, solong as an actual resort to arms 
was nothad. Since he was a boy Ireland 
had gained a great deal, and had done so by 
never giving ub aggreesive measures. He 
never had been am extremist himself, but he 
comwfessed that much goed had 
come of the labor of extremists. Ifthe reso- 
lution of the Dublin League meant open war, 
he did not think the movement would meet 
with any general supportin St. Louis, but if 
it only meant peaceable aggression, then it 
would have his hearty support, and that al-

Jolin MceCullough’s King Lear. 

If any one still entertained any doubt of 
Jobn MeCullough’s right to rank as one of the 
Vely greatest travedians of the day, thev must 
have been dissipated by his wanderful pers on- 
ation of King Lear last evening. The present 
generation bas not seen a finer, truer ‘por- 
traituse of the Bwitish king. The most re- 
marbable fexture about McCullough’s dram- 
atic efforts is \he visible progress he makes in 
his art. Tere is no standing still with him: 
he is a comstant and earnest student, 
and with every season the acior discovers 
new beauties and his renditions show even 
an advancement in polish and finish when we 
have already deemed them perfect. The dif- 
ference between McCuilough’s Lear of las! 
evening and of three or four years ago, indi- 
cated an immense stride. A more powerfu! 
and awful sceve than where Lear, in an out- 
burst of Titanic fury, huris those terrible 
imprecations at bis dsughter Goneril, was im- 
pessible. It was the acme of dramatic 
genius. McCuliough seemed absolutely 
under the sway of some inspirational! 
rage, and the intensity of the 
despairing, heart-broken outpourmes thrilled 
theaudicnee and held them breathless at the 
crandeur ofthe storm called forth by the 
sting of filial ingratitude.

‘cA tariff for revenue only’? does not 
mean bitter opposition to protection. As 
we have to raise from $150,000,000 to 
$200,000,0600 per annum by duties on im- 
ports, cny tanff must of necessity ‘‘pro- 
tect”? home industries. It is not possible 
to have even the most equitable and just 
tariff ‘‘for revenue only”? that would not 
mean more or less ‘protection.’? Any 
tariff for the purpose of raising $150,000,- 
0C0 to $200,000,000 a year means necessa- 
rijJv protection. 

Anybody, therefore, who really believes 
that the Democratic plank or phrase, ‘‘a 
tariff for revenue only,’’ means free trade, 
is a most melancholy fool. Free trade 
means, practically, no tariff at all. 
tariff means some protection. The Demo- 
cratic plank favoring a “‘tvrif for revenue 
only’? means no more free trade or the 
repeal of the present tariff than the Repub 
lican plank.

The total number of votes registered in 
this city is 56,577. The total number of 
votes registered in the city of Chicago is 
84,415—or fifty per cent more than in St. 
Louis, 

The total number of votes that will be 
cast in this city next Tuesday will not ex- 
ceed 50,000. About ten per cent of the 
registered voters usually do not go to the 
polls, 

Now, Cincinnati cas about 60,000 votes 
atthe recent election. But Cincinnati’s 
population, even according to the last 
census, is at least one-third . less 
than that of St. Loui. Indianapolis 
cast about 20,000 votes, theugh its pop- 
ulation is only about 75,000. 

If the Cincinnati ratio of voters to pop- 
wiation is applied to St. Louis, we should 
cast at least 80,000 votes. 

If the Indianapolis ratio is applied St. 
Louis should cast about 00,000 votes. 

It the ratio generally prevalent through- 
out Ohio and Indiana at the late elections, 
and generally assumed to be correct 
whenever a fujl vote is brought out 
—opne vote to four heads—be applied to St. 
Louis, then we should cast at least 83,000 
votes, assuming the population to be really 
only 353,000. 

Yet there will be hardly more than 
50,000 votes cast in St. Louis next Tues- 
day, or 10,000 votes less than in Cincianati, 
and more than 20,000 less than in Chicago.

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How the Merchants Leave Their 
‘‘Corners” to Bet. 


| Drift of Opinion Antovg Them—Lirely 


Discussions and Wagers. 


So great is the interest felt in the approach- 
ing election that about everything else has 
forthe nonce taken a secondary position. 
Business itself has taken a back seat when 
brought into competition with the more ex- 
citing subject.

The sellers of grain drop their samples, 
the flour men their buyers aud withdraw 
their nasal organs from the flour they are ex- 
amining, the potato and onion dealers leave 
these exciting markets to take care of them- 
selves, and the provision men and grain 
speculators cease their eontemplation of the 


Chicago black-board to engagein a political 
discussion. The speculative operator who 
asks another if he will sell him December 
wheat at four is more than likely to be an- 
swered. **No; but I1’ll bet you even up that 
New York goes for Hancock,’’ and bets are 
as numerous as last winter’s ulsters.
